\ORTIIEBN MAIL ROUTE. 


Protest ana Petition or the People 


of the North. 


The following protest and petition is 


being circulated and signed by the peo- 
ple of Fort Bidwell, Eagleville, Cedar- 
ville, Lake City and other sections in 
Surprise Valley, concerning the action 
of the Postoffice Department in only 
proposing to allow weekly service after 
July 1st: 


We, the undersigned citizens of Sur- 


prise Valley, learn with deep concern, 
of the determination of the Department 
to deprive us of our present mail facil- 
ities and to substitute therefor a service 
which is entirely inadequate to the 
wants of an important and growing 
region. We are confident that the De- 
partment has not been correctly in- 
formed as to the number of people to be 
supplied, the commercial importance of 
the valley, or the nature of the service 
which it proposes to give us after July 
next. We, therefore, respectfully beg 
leave to briefly set forth a few facts. 
Surprise Valley contains about two- 
thirds of the taxable property of Modoo 
county, and is separated from other 
portions of the county by Warner's 
range. We have very little business 
with other parts of the county. Our 
surplus products are sold in Reno and 
Virginia, Nev., hence the importance of 
rapid communication with those points. 
A daily service is the least which should 
be furnished us. The service proposed 
via. Alluras and Redding, six times per 
week, is so slow us practically to leave 
us but the weekly service from Reno to 
Cedarville. With the delay in going 
over to Sacramento to start up to Red- 
ding and the delays at Redding and Al- 
turus, it will take a letter nearly or 
quite a week to go from Reno to the 
different towns of Surprise Valley, aud 
vice versa in return. The merchants of 
the four towns in Surprise Vulley have 
business also in San Erancisco, which 
must inevitably be, greatly injured if 
their correspondence with San Francisco 
must be carried on via Redding and A.1- 
turas. "Office hours" in San Francisco 
are over in time for letters to leave 
each day on overland train—3:30 P.M. 
—arriving in Reno at C A. M. next 
morniag.
